His throne of gold was 
brought yesterday from Buckingham Palace. ‘Before him o thou- 
sand golden chairs will glitter beneath the usual lights, made more 

; brilliant by the addition of five 3,000 candle power lamps, and the 
towering statues guarding the entrance to the Royal Gallery, also 
in gold; while 100 fect above is a roof inlaid with gold. ° 

The famous microphone, which will carry the King’s voice to 

_ ,millions of listeners throughout the world, has a gold crest. The 
microphone is inscribed “His Majesty the King’s microphone,” with 
historic occasions of its use recorded; the firat being 1924, when the 
King opened Liverpool Cathedral, subsequently opening Wembley.

EXCEEDED HIS POWERS 
New Delhi, Yesterday. 

Following an emergency meeting 
of the Executive Councll,-the Gov- 
ernment of India haa issued a state- 
ment claiming that it is directly res- 
ponsible for the protection of 
the Assembly and visitors to the 
Assembly, and that the President’s 
power in regulating the admission 
of visitora in no way replaces the 
Government responsibility in that 
connection. The President's action 
in passing orders in this con- 
nection exceeded: his legal powers 
and the possibility of a motion of 
censure is belng discussed. There 
are indications that if it eventuates, 
Nationalist and’ Independents will 
back M. Patel, even to the extent 
of resigning their membership as a 
protest. While the centre of Mos- 
lems and Europeans support the 
Government, it is apprehended that 
the situation will adversely affect 
the prospects of a round table con- 
ference. —Reuter. .

The combined value of the pro-. 
ducts of Alaska’s two principal in-! 
dustries, fishing and mining, show- 
ed an increase of about 26 per} 
cent. above that of the previous! 
year. 

The totalWvalue of exports for, 
the year was $74,849,918, or’ 
$17,288,127 more than the previous’ 
year, Imports were valued at’ 
$32,636,883, or a decrease ‘of 
$3,739,587. The balance of trade in! 
‘favour of Alaska was. $42,213,085, ! 
compared with $20,566,605 for the 
previous year, or an increase of. 
more than 60 per cent. This was’ 
attributed almost: entirely to the’ 


greatly increased salmon pack. _ “ 
| sucking Pigs, te order 


Fish Packs Increase 


The salmon, herring, shrimp and, 
crab packs all showed substantial | 
increases, but the whaling.industry 
showed n decline. However, the 
latter was largely due to lower; 
prices for whale oil. 


That the fishing industry is 
steadily increasing was seen in the. 
figures of the number of persons : 
employed, The commercial fisheries ‘ 
employed 31,086 persons last year, 
an increase of 2,214 over the pre-|¢, 
ceding year. 

As evidence that this industry in! 
Alaskan waters ia far from reach-; 
ing its peak; large schools of! 
herring were discovered in the 
vicinity of Dutch Harbour, the first | 
time that these fish had been re 
duced from thet locality. 

Sealing! continued to’ be a pro- 
fitable industry in the territory. 
“The seal industry will continue to' 
be a source of revenue and there, 
is no‘ longer danger of the exter-} 
mination of the herds so long: as| 
they are maintained under the 
supervision of the government,” 
the report said. 

The last seal census was in 
August, 1928, and gave the number} 
of seals of all classes and ages as 
871,518. In 1911, when the govern- 
ment assumed control of the herds,, 
the number waa only about 182,000, | 
and the results that have been 
achieved in building up the herds 
to more than six times the original | 
number in 18 years’ time {s regard- 
ed as evidence of remarkable suc- 
cess in government supervision of} 
this unique industry. 


Mine Incomes Decrease 


Approximately $600,000,000 has: 
been produced from Alaska’s mines 
since 1880. The peak: was reached 
in 1916 with o total of $48,886,608 
and since then there has been. a 
gradual decline. The 1928 figure 
was $14,128,000 or $176,000 lesa 
than the. previous year. 

This decrease js due.entirely to 
the decline, both in quantity and

EDUCATION 


Some Thoughts of A 
Chinese Lady 


“Some thoughts on Education’, 
were voiced last-night at the Hong 
Kong University by Miss Irene Ho 
Tung, B.A., daughter of Sir Robert 
and Lady Ho Tung. . ths 

Education, “she said, was “not 
merely ‘roading and. writing, 
neither was it just sitting in a class 
or lecture room. According to Dr. 
Percival Nunn, education was a 
life—a life to be apent in assisting 
boys and girls to grow up.. 

After having definitely decided 

to take up education, the speaker 
said that it was in October, 1927, 
that she registered herself for a 
course at the London University for 
the Secondary Teacher's Diploma. 
Two days a week they visited 
secondary schools in London, either 
Jearning from teachers or teaching 
themselves, ‘They hod also the 
practical side, when they visited all 
types of schools and institutions. 
+ She also spent a very interesting 
year in the Teacher's College, New 
York, but the great difference be- 
tween that and the, London Uni- 
versity was that in Britain one was 
given regular courses, whereas in 
America it was more like an 
educational cafeteria, where one 
chose what one liked, and did: as 
little or as much as one wished. 

The speaker referred to some of 
the education conferences she at- 
tended at Geneva and in Denmark. 
One at Geneva was under the 
World Federation of Educational 


.| Associations, and included 12 to 


15 Chinese delegates. _ The or- 
ganigation there, however, was 
none too good, as there were 56,000 
delegates, and too many subjects 
of interest, which caused many to 
be neglected. The conference at 
Denmark was quite the reverse, 
but there they had all the modern 
school of educators, and. it, was 
most helpful.

STRICTER REGULATIONS 


Cardiff and other Briata! Channel 
ports have for some time past ex: 
perienced trouble with reapect to 
the large number of Arabs and 
Somalis employed in tha Merchant 
Navy. <A determined movement 
has now been launched ‘by the Na+ 
tonal Union of Séamen to reduce 
the large percentage of Arab and 
Somali seamen who aro employed 
on British ships. The Bristol 
Channel is most affected, and re- 
cently all branches of tha National 
Seamen’s Union in the district 
passed resolutions calling on thelr 
Executive Council] to deal at once 
with this position.

‘Asked as to how the Government 
could adequately deal with these 
questions, Mr. Reed said: 

“We intend to ask that the Order 
of 1925 should be enforced,. under 
which no allen or Arab ecaman can 
be reglatered by the police unlesa 
he can- show discharges for sea ser- 
vice prior to 1925. We also feel 
that if the language ‘test in Section 
124 of the Act were applied: to all 
coloured seamen signing on, a large 
percentage would be rejected. We 
feol that this is not.strongly ap- 
plied, and suggest that ‘the ship's 
articles ‘ehould be endorsed ‘by the 
deputy superintendent of the Mer- 
cantile Marine’ Office to. show that 
this necessary test has beon applied.

and the moat pathetic. 

It is the place whero the zoo 
begins. Here the wild beasts, birds, 
and reptiles caught in Malaya and 
adjacent island begin their lifelong 
captivity, From this primitive 
clearing-house they are consigned to 
hard labour in a circus or painful 
inactivity in a private menagerie or 
a public zoological garden, 

‘Tt ‘isan ‘il-assorted community of 
the jungle, bound together by fero- 
city and despair. I have never seen 
auch manifestations of anguish and 
hate as are witnessed there’ whenever 
a human being comes within sight, 
All the prisoners are newly caught, 
and they refuse to believe that the 
rough timber cages are real. Their 
cries of rage resound hideously’ in 
the wilderness, - and their despera- 
tion is pitiful to see. They asleep 
but little,’ and the night is broken 
by their cries, 

On the mudbank above the lagoon 
I found ten wooden boxes like dog- 
kennels, isolated fram the rest. -As 
I approached I was ‘greeted. by a 
chorus of rending growls.

Ip Kam was’ charged with 
atealing from:Mrs. M. B. Costello, 
of t, Aimai Villag three woollen 
blankets,. n- leather handUag, a 
cigaretté‘case and holder, a brass 
ornanient, and an electric torch, all 
to the value of $50, on January 
14, algo-with stealing from Mr. 
FP. W. T. Ross,’of 2, Aimai Villas— 
tivo woollen-sweaters, a-felt hat and 
a camera, to’the total value of $60, 
on January 18, and with returning 
before his banishment term of 10 
years from Jaruary, 1929, had 
expired, Defendant pleaded guilty. 


Three Convictions 

The Magistrate, referring to de- 
fendant’s record sheet, pointed out 
that the man hnad.been convicted 
three times for larceny and had re- 
turned from banishment twice,

~ Agitation is going on among the 
Chinese postal employees to secure 
an increase in the amount of their 
bonus, or “encouragement money,” 


‘which is granted at the end of cach | 


Lunar year. 

A meeting was hold last Saturday 
when the question was discussed, 
it was decided to send two more 
representatives to Nanking to pre- 
sent their demands to the Chigo- 
tungpu, two others having already 
gone without meeting with much 
BUCcceRS. . 

It was further resolved to take 
“necessary action” if the workers’ 
‘demands in this respect were re- 
‘jected and a “bonus increase move- 
ment committee”, was appointed. 
The meeting also framed a telegram 
ito the Minister of Communications 
‘pointing out that postal employees, 
unlike workers in commercial lines, 
depended entirely upon thelr wages 
lfor thelr livelihood and had no 
other source of income ' beyond 
their low monthly wages. At the 
present time, when the Government 
was endeavouring to improve the 
conditions of workers, the postal 
employees’ demands should not be 
rejected. They, therefore, asked 
for a bonus equivalent to a month's 
pay to men who have been in the 
‘service for three years or Jess; two

Tokyo,—The population of Japan 
proper, including Hokkaido, is 


‘estimated at 62,938,200 persons, ac- [& 


cording to the national census taken 
on October 1 of last year and pub- 
lished by the Statistics ‘Bureau of 
the Home Office, The population 
is classified according to prefec- 
tures, cities, towns and country dia- 
tricts, It includes both the Army 
and the Navy, ‘as well as sailors 
on merchant ships and persons in 
prisons, . 

Men exceed women by 428,600, 
-tho-male-population- being -placed-at- 
31,683,400 and the female at 81,- 
254,800. The urban population is 
roughly one-third of that of the 
country districts, the figures for the 
former being 15,976,500. and those 
for the latter 47,561,700. : 

Cities with | populations of over 
100,000 persons number 28. Osaka 
is still the largest city in. Japan, as 
far as its population is concerned, 
with 2,408,800 persons residing 
within its confines, The population 
of Tokyo is estimated at 2,294,600.

SECURES ARREST 


FUGIT:VE BANK DEFRAUDER 
FROM AMERICA 


‘CAUGHT BY SCOTLAND YARD 


A radio photograph flashed across 
the Atlantic Ocean enabled Scotland 
Yard detectives, working with 
private ‘operatives, to identify and 
arrest C. P. 8. Westergaard, form- 
er head of the,yforeign exchange 
department of the Chatham Phoenix 
National Bank and Trust ‘Company, 
at Harwich, Westergaard had been 
a fugitive from justice since he left 
New York last October after having 
obtained 360,000 from the Chase 
National Bank, it is alleged, by the 
use of forged tranafer orders. 

Mr. H. A. Crowe, head of ‘the 
criminal division of the William J. 
Burns International —‘ Detective 
Agency, said that, so far as he 
knew, there had been no previous 
us of the radio photograpic ser- 
vice betweon New York and Britain 
for criminal {dentification, “We 
learned that Westergaard, shortly 
before he left New York, had ob- 
tained a passport from the Nor- 
weglan Legation 
under the name of Christian Peder- 
son,” Mr. Crowe said. “The pass- 
port was made out for use in any 
country, for the. next two years. 
Eventually, we traced Westergaard 
to the Mount Royal Hotel in Canada. 
He purchase $50,000 worth of 
Canadian Government bonds in 
Montreal, and for Liverpool on the 
Dutchess of Richmond.” 

During the ocean voyage the 
fugitive made the acquaintance of 
a young British woman and her 
mother.
